For  the  last  home  game  against  Toulouse 
I  discussed  the  plan  for  how  we  would 
manage  recovery  and  keep  the  players  in 
as  good  a  shape  as  possible  ready  to  play 
Rochdale. 

This  weekend  I  thought  it  would  be  good  to 
visit  some  general  recovery  methods  that  the 
players  use  post  game. 

Firstly,  a  very  common  recovery  method  is 
the  ice  bath. 

Not  massively  popular  with  our  guys  just  yet 
but  as  we  hit  the  warmer  weather  we  may 
see  more  wanting  to  jump  in  the  icy  water  to 
help  flush  the  muscles  and  reduce  recovery 
time. 

Although  the  ice  baths  themselves  might  not 
be  that  popular,  ice  bags  are  a  little  more 
common,  particularly  for  those  that  get  sore 
joints  after  a  game  and  a  couple  of  bags  on 
your  knees  can  help  reduce  any  issues. 

Another  method  is  the  compression  garment. 
One  or  two  of  our  players  will  use  this,  wear¬ 
ing  a  pair  of  compression  leggings  to  help 
promote  blood  flow,  increase  recovery  and 
keep  the  muscles  supported. 

Stretching  is  an  interesting  recovery  method¬ 
ology.  Some  players  feel  better  for  stretching 
straight  after  a  game  or  even  a  training 
session,  but  evidence  these  days  is  pointing 
less  towards  the  benefits  of  this  and  more 
towards  how  you  treat  your  body  over  the  fol¬ 
lowing  24  hours,  i.e.  stretching,  foam  rolling, 
massage  and  active  recivery  the  following 
day  and  coupling  this  up  good  nutrition  to 
refuel  and  rebuild  broken  down  tissue. 

It  has  to  be  said,  probably  the  favourite 
recovery  protocol  post  game  for  the  players 
is  to  get  on  the  beers. 

Not  necessarily  ideal  and  not  what  we  would 
suggest  but  there’s  always  got  to  be  a  little 
give  and  take! 


Outside  of  good  nutrition  and  refuelling, 
recovery  tends  to  be  a  very  personal  thing. 
What  works  best  for  one  doesn’t  necessarily 
work  best  for  another  so  there  isn’t  a  one 
size  fits  all.  So  everyone  is  encouraged  to  do 
what  gets  the  best  results  for  them.” 

Not  sure  why  it  didn’t  come  through  before, 
probably  me  being  a  spaz  but  here  it  is 
anyway!

Halifax  arrive  this  afternoon  at  the  Olym¬ 
pic  Legacy  Park  after  what  they  will  prob¬ 
ably  themselves  describe  as  an  indifferent 
season  to  date. 

The  past  few  seasons,  the  men  from  the  MBi 
Shay  Stadium  have  had  reached  the  top  four 
of  the  then  Super  8  Qualifiers,  a  fantastic  feat 
which  in  turn  resulted  in  extra  funding.

The  reverse  of  the  Bulls  score  occurred  in 
the  second  round  of  the  Championship  which 
after  an  opening  round  loss  to  Widnes,  Fax 
overcame  Leigh  by  33-26. 

Two-point  victories  have  come  against  both 
Swinton  (18-16)  and  Batley  (20-18)  along 
with  comfortable  victories  against  Rochdale 
and  Dewsbury  whilst  their  other  defeats 
occurred  to  teams  higher  in  the  table  as  they 
dropped  points  against  high  flyers  Toronto, 
York  &  their  rivals  Featherstone. 

Despite  an  indifferent  season,  the  club  could 
go  far  in  this  year’s  Coral  Challenge  Cup 
after  they  put  Hunslet  to  the  sword  followed 
by  a  shock  victory  at  London  Broncos  prior  to 
the  Easter  weekend. 

Dewsbury  is  their  next  opponent  and  will 
hope  to  over  come  the  Rams  to  secure  a  big 
name  in  the  following  round.
